But all such agreements and ,tind- 
ertakings sfould be terminated forth- 
fvith, and should not apply to any 
‘|future immigration to this country, 
From this time onward Canada's pol- 
icy should be absolutely against 
granting special privileges on confer- 
ring special rights on any individual 
or class of individuals. “Special priv- 
ileges to none” must be our watch- 
word, All Canadian citizens should 
enjoy equal rights and cqual privi- 
leges, and should be called upon to 
assume equal responsibilities; there 
should be no exceptions, Further- 
more, all residents of Canada should, 
while they are residents of this coun- 
try, be Canadians pure and simple 
and nothing else, without special 
privileges, exemptions or favors of 
any kind, . 

Every resident of Canada, whether 
he be Canadian or British born, or of 
alien birth, should be expected and 
required to render full and loyal ser- 
vice to Canada at all times, in the 
emergency of war as well as during 
the happy times of peace. At the 
saine time all present alien residents 
who are loyal and sympathetic to 
Canada and law-abiding citizens 
should be treated as Canadians, Be- 
cause of their nationality they should 
not be treated harshly or unjustly, 
And the loyal, sympathetic. law-abid- 
ing among these people constitute, 
without question, the vast majority 
of their number, But those who are 
distoyal, whether aliens or British 
and Canadian born, should be _de- 
ported or forced to be law-abiding, 


Any immigrant to Canada who is 
unwilling on entry to take an oath 
that he subscribes without reserva- 
tion to all the obligations of Cana- 
dian citizenship as they may be de- 
termined from time to time by the 
proper authorities, and that he asks 
for no special consideration by rea- 
son of his language, his religious 
faith or his national customs, or who 
entertains any belief or renders al- 
legiance to any foreign potentate or 
organization or is bound in any man- 
ner whatsoever to disregard the law 
of Canada, should be denied admis- 
sion to Canada, 


Canada still needs and must have 
Population. We need quantity, it is 
true, above al! we must have 
qualit if we cannot have quality, 
with quantity then quantity must be 
sacrificed. Canada can better afford 
to wait. than make the mistake of 
filling up her unsettled areas with 
people who are not willing to be- 
come real, out-and-out Canadians, 
Canadian citizenship must be a prize 
to attain and value; not something to 
be given away at bargain counter 
rates in order to secure immigration, 
The mistakes of the past must never 
be repeated.

A problem which has long  con- 
fronted Canada, and which it has 
been the aim of all governments, Do- 
minion and Provincial, for the past 
quarter of a century and more to 
solve, has been how to secure and 
retain population, Governments in 
the past- have, unfortunately, devoted 
more attention and spent more money 
in endeavoring to sccure population 
than they have to retaining that pop- 
ulation when secured, and more par- 
ticularly to retaining in Canada our 
own Canadian born, 

With enormous unsettled tracts of 
Jand‘only awaiting settlement to be- 
come productive and wealth-produc- 
ing, the Dominion government adopt- 
ed a free homestead policy, created a 
most extensive immigration depart- 
ment, and spent millions in advertis- 
ing and other propaganda to induce 
people in all countries to come to 
Canada. For years these efforts 
met with little success, and the re- 
curring decennial censuses revealed 
the fact that Canada was not even 
retaining its own natural growth in 
population. 

Naturally, but nevertheless unwise- 
ly, governments at Ottawa and in 
some of the provinces, both Liberal 
and Conservative, in their efforts—to 
secure immigrants neglected to ex- 
ercise care in the matter of quality 
of new Canadian citizens and devoted 
their energics to obtaining quantity. 
This led. to the granting of excep 
tional privileges to various se nd 
groups of people, and conferring upon 
them exemptions from the discharge

Forsees Unemployment Crisis Next 
Winter Unless Building Starts 
Now 


“Business readjustment is proceed- 
ing steadily and orderly, notwith- 
standing frequent manifestations of 
volcanic possibilities in the complete 
situation. The outstanding feature, 
which has been evident.evyen to the 
casual observer since the signing of 
the armistice, is that one by one var- 
ious perplexing problems are being 
solved, The weight of financial 
opinion is that if peace negotiations 
can be concluded at an carly date, 
domestic conditions will speedily 
shape themselves so as to insure sat- 
isfactory settlement, 


With the revival of spring business 
in building and in public works in 
the west, we are most likely to be 
faced with a shortage of labor in- 
Stead of a surplus’ said Chas. F, 
Roland, of the Canadian reconstruc- 
tion association, If there are any 
unemployed, it will be because they 
don’t want work. A careful survey 
of the situation from the viewpoint 
of western development this sum- 
mer, shows a labor shortage rather 
than a surplus, Thousands of un- 
skilled workmen will be necessary foxy 
railway extensions planned, There 
are increased numbers of our return- 
ed men going on the fnd_ and if 
building goes ahead at anything like 
the demand calls for, there should 
be work for all trades in that line. 
Employer and employees are getting 


together on give-and-take lines all 
through the west. Supply and ma- 
terial men are swinging into line, 


even at some loss. for the present, 
taking such loss in a patriotic spirit. 

“Labor is not a problem of the 
present,” said Mr, Roland. “What 
we are analyzing now, are conditions 
If labor and builders 
can get together now and agree upon 
a reasonable wage, it means much to 
the worker next winter. If building 
is htld up now, it means that there 
will be no interior, work to be done 
when snow flies. Therefore, what is 
started this spring and summer has a 
big bearing on the unemployed prob- 
lem next winter. There are several 
big building projects for Winnipeg 
that if started this summer, will 
mean steady employment for at least 
a thousand tradesmen indoors next 
winter, in this city alone, = 

Mat} the manufacturers of building 
material—and they constitute a large 
and varied varicty—can get their 
stocks out this summer, these fac- 
tories will be kept busy next winter 
on 1920 supplies, and this phase of 
the situation will also furnish work 
for thousands indoors next winter, 
The majority of industries in Canada 
are ready to get back to a normal 
basis, provided the future industrial 
policy of the government will be such 
that they can finance their future op- 
erations. Many of the largest manu- 
facturers of Canada are going fully 
into the matter of standardizing ma- 
terials, and in the specialization of 
products, Radical changes in factory 
operation and in the experiments that 
are necessary, is going to take con- 
siderable time and until a full and 
complete survey of the whole indus- 
trial situation is made, Canada will 
not be able to tell just where she 
stands in competition with older man- 
ufacturing countries. There is one 
thing certain, and that is that Canada 
has great wealth in her natural re- 
sources, and if these can be utilized 
at home by Canadian labor, it will 
solve the unemployed problem for 
years to come,”

All-Electrical Manufacture 
Great Britain Fully Equipped To 
Meet All Requirements 


A great deal used to be said about 
the dependence of the British electri- 
cal industry on German and other 
foreign’ sources of supply, but most 
of what was alleged about the back- 
wardness of British production was 
inaccurate, Britain was by no meas 
the only country in which the Ger- 
mans had managed to secure a foot- 
hold in certain “key industries,” and 
the electrical manufacturers of Great 
Britain deservefar more credit than 
has ever been given them for the way 
in which they managed to keep on 
producing almost every class of elec- 
trical plant and apparatus in spite of 
German mining and gas attacks, The 
ministry of reconstruction recently 
formed an engineering trades (new 
industries) committee to investigate 
the production 6f goods cither in 
small or insufficient quantities, This 
committee had an electrical branch 
commiitee, and in the report of the} 
latter we naturally find mention of 
all the articles alleged to be “captur- 
ed” by the Germans, About sixty 
different kinds of articles were con- 
sidered, but the branch committee 
reported that in the inajority of 
cases they do not come within ‘the 
scope of their reference. With few 
exceptions, they report “ample man- 
ufacturing facilities undoubtedly. éx- 
ist, and, in many cases, existed be- 
fore the war, for meeting the whole 
requirements of the United Kingdom 
and the colonics and, in certain cases,’ 
of taking care of the export trade to 
other countrics.” The legend of “de-

Britain Will Restore Forests| 


Trees Will Replace Heavy Timber 
..Cut Down During War 
London. — ‘Two hundred thousand 
acres of forest land in Great Britain 


are to be replanted at a cost for 
planting and maintenance the first 
ten years, of $17,000,000, according to 
an announcement by the govern- 
ment, The trees will replace some 
of the heavy timber cut down during 
the war and provide additional for- 
ests, so that the country may be in- 
dependent of other timber sources in 
case of emergency.

Supplied With Tobacco and 
by Americans—Eager for 
Larger Shares 


Americans now count among their 
prisoners fifty-one members of — the 
second German Landwher, who are 
the most sadly disillusioned men 
from the German emperor's army. 
The men still are convinced that they 
were played a shabby trick in being 
taken prisoner, though’ they are 
quickly becoming reconciled to their 
lot by their generous rations of food 
and tobacco. 

The Germans for several days had 
been coming forward unarmed out otf 
their trenches, creeping forward to 
a point midway between the two 
lines, where they had been given 
bread and tobacco, 

The other day when they came 
over they were, told that the next 
time each man would receive five 
sacks of tobacco instead of one sack. 
The opportunity -was-too good to be 
lost and instead of groups of three, 
four and five, as heretofore, fifty-one 
men came in a group, cager for the 
tobacco and food, 

The Germans were hospitably — re- 
ceived at the customaty rendezvous, 
placed into small groups and invited 
to come to another spot where the 
distribution would take place. That 
ispot proved to be the intelligence 
office of the American division, where 
the Landwhers were informed that 
they were prisoners, 

The Germans indignantly demand- 
ed to be sent back to their lines im- 
mediately, together with their rations 
of five sacks of tobacco and, bread, 
but they gradually came to renounce 
their demand that they be returned, 
especially when they, saw the treat- 
ment accorded to the American sol- 
diers to them and even to the other

When the Germans withdrew hast- 
ily from the north seashore of Bel- 
gium they left behind a series of 
fortifications all the way from Zee- 
bruggé to Nicuport.

Wonderful Model Dwellings for Art- 
isans Erected in Rome 


In answer to a plea for the “nurs- 
ery school,” a correspondent, writing 
to the Scotsman, points out that at 
least in one country in Europe idcal 
home and attention for the little 
ones are provided, “I refer,” he con- 
tinues, “to the wonderful model 
dwellings for artisans erected in 
Rome in pre-war days by Signor 
Talmo, engineer and social worker 
who, with a limited liability com- 
pany in Rome—over 60,000 persons. 
The dwellings consist of large blocks 
built round a “square, with gardens, 
and a large green in the inner quad- 
rangle. All are fitted with electric 
light, steam: heating, and hot water, 
Stringent regulations as to cleanli- 
ness are enforced, and so all are 
kept fresh and airy, Good baths are 
installed, for which a small charge 
is made, and many household  ar- 
tangements which space prevents me 
from quoting, For the needs of the 
over-worked mother and the little 
ones from 3-6 years of age a nurs- 
ery school with mistress and assis- 
tants is provided on the premises, 
and teaching given on the Montes- 
somri_ method, Attendance varies 
from 40-70, Medical care and skilled 
nursing are given free of charge to 
the little ones, ‘The rental is about 
$2 per month for each room, and 
houses are of 2,3 or 4 rooms. .The 
system is run on co-operative lines, 
and is a sound business concern, Of

(Less Buying Abroad 


The next big task is to place 
Dominion trade full on its feet. 

Talk of making trade normal 
again will not do. To go back 
to what was normal before the 
war would lead to sheer national 
bankruptcy, 

Dominion war debts have gone 
up roundly to one and a half bil- 
lion dollars. The per capita debt 
in 1914 was $46; today it is $270. 
Indebtedness abroad is such that 
we ‘have to remit to foreign 
countries considerably over ‘half 
a million dollars a day. 

Larger exports chiefly will 
bring in more money, because in 
the last term exports alone pay 
for imports. 

Hand in ‘hand with this should 
go less buying abroad of those 
things we can produce in field 
and factory in Canada. Over 
$400,000,000 a year is spent on 
things from the United States 
alone which, with a little extra 
effort, might be made in the Do- 
minion, 

The Canadian Trade Commis- 
sion points out plainly the dan- 


ger of indifference to our finan-[- 


cial position, It declares that the 
country must organize its peace 
trade on a war time scale. In 
securing foreign orders the old 
competitive system must give 
way to co-operative methods. 
Business men must act together 
to get the outside trade and then 
sub-divide it among their fac- 
tories in the way which makes 
for the best interest of our own 
people, giving steady employ- 
mént for fifty-two weeks in the 
year to all who are willing to 
undertake a full day’s work for 
a full day’s pay. 

Let everyone jn the Dominion 
take up the slogan, “Buy Cana- 
dian-made Goods"”—to redeem 
Canada’s financial obligations, 

. . . “for the glorious privilege 
Of being independent.” 

As a first step to bringing be- 
fore the public the importance of 
means for the training of younger 
men to take up foreign trade 
work, the Trade Commission has 
written to all the Canadian: uni- 
versities asking if they can give 
their immediate support. by 
establishing, this summer, short 
courses for business men and 
students featuring especially as- 
pects of foreign trade.

Government to Spend 
$32,000 Draft Horses 


The Alberta provincial’ govern- 
ment is taking a hand in the fur- 
ther improvement of draft horse 
breeding, and has announced its 
intention of spending $35,000 for 
the purchase of two stallions, one 
Clydesdale and one Percheron, 
for breeding purposes. In co-op- 
eration with the provincial and 
federal ‘breed associations these 
stallions will be bought, and will 
represent a class of sire that has 
been thoroughly proven. The best 
studs of Scotland and France re- 
spectively will be and 
made by competent 
authorities with t#e object of 
securing a private — individual 
could possibly afford to buy. 
These sires will then be bred to 
selected mares of each breed, and 
the male progeny given such care 
as should produce sires of a very 
superior order. This is believed 
to be the most effective method 
of government assistance to sup- 
ply a province with a reasonable 
number of ‘high-class sires in a 
comparatively short time. 

Alberta ‘horses have become 
famous for their endurance, lung 
power, clean bone, and perfect 
freedom from hereditary and oth- 
er diseases. Clydesdales are in 
the majority, though Percherons 
are a good second in the draft 
horse class. The largest and 
finest stud of pure Percheron in 
the world is located at Namaka in 
Alberta. From this ranch a few 
months ago more than twenty 
pure-bred animals were sent to 


England in one shipment.
